It may or way not be generally known, 
but the first Christmas celebration tn 
Ainerica took place tn the West Indies 
and in the very year that America was 
discovered, There was not much fes- 
tivity about ft, to be sure, for the first 
anniversary of the Nativity in the new 
world found the participants In a 
stite of mind not conduclye to merry- 
taking or cheerful entertaininent. 

The great navigator, Chistopher Co- 
fumbus, who showed the civilized 
World the way across the Atlantic, was 
taster of ceremonies, and be bad lit- 
tle renson for rejoicing, for on Christ. 
tmas eve, 192. he had lost hls flag: 
ship. the Santa Maria, which bad ran 
ou a reef on the worth coast of Haiti 
fortunately for lim and lis crew, the 
native Indians of island were 
friendly, aod they not ouly came to his 
but saved all the wreckage of 
bis vessel, which they piled up on the 
beach at Guarico, gear the present city 
of Cape Hattlan, The Indian cacique 
did all be could to allay the g.ief of the 
Spaniards and on Christmas day 
spread a banquet to which they were 
invited and at which many of lis peo- 
ple neted In the enpacity of ser. ants, 

This was the tirst Christmas dinner 
in’ America, and at this aboriginal 
“spread” so many new and strange ur- 
ticles of food were offered the Span- 
lards that Columbus made o note of 
them. so we are enabled to state exact- 
ly what they were. In the tirst place, 
there was maize, or lodian corn, which 
the Europeans may have seen in the 
tabamas, but which they bad not eat 
en before, In faet. the golden kernels

ORICIN OF XMAS 
FESTIVITIES 


By G. L. Langdon.

There are two reasons for Christmas 
feasting aside from the instinct which 
teaches us that the joy of holiday 
making is impossible or incomplete 
without good eating and drinking. One 
is that Christmas is the survival of 
one, or both, of two great pagan festl- 
vals; the other, that the mind of man 
{n all tithes and conditions. expressed 
rejoicing by the laden board and the 
brimming bowl. 

Victory, good fortune, weddings, 
christenings, are Gelebrated today by 
dinners, as they have been for thou- 
sands of years, the practice undoubted- 
ly coming down from that prehistoric 
time when the victory over the animal 
was the means of supplying the feast, 
We can find trace of it and its con- 
comitant habit, giftmaking, in the 
book of Esther, where Mordecai says 
to his people that on the anniversaries 
of the days wherein the Jews rested 
from their enemigs, and the month 
which was turned unto them from sor- 
row to joy, and from mourning Into a 
good day, they should make them days 
of feasting and offjoy and of sending 
portions one to another and gifts to 
the poor. 

And what greates cause for rejoicing 
and the usual expression thereof could 
exist for the early Christians than the 
fact of the birth of Christ? 

It Is true that there were differences 
of opinion In the early church as to the 
date, or even the season of the year, 
when that all Important event occur- 
red. Clemens Alexandrinus tells us 
that It was kept by many Christians 
in April and by some in Egypt in the 
month Pachon, corresponding to our 
May, but long before the council of 
Nice had fixed the day, separating It 
from the Epiphany, a curious cireum- 
stance had operated to fix forever the 
observance of it In the European mid- 
winter, 

Observing the course of the seasons 
and their relation to the growing or 
lessening length of the days, the Ary- 
ans inhabiting Europe had come to 
learn that at the winter solstice the 
decline of nature was over and that as 
the day lengthened she revived until 
n few weeks later she walked abroad 
gladsomely again in the green garb of 
spring. It was a fitting time for unl- 
versal rejoicing. Nothing could be 
done afield. The bins and butts were 
still well filled and the cattle fat. It 
was also a time to remember the good- 
ness of the gods; to make sacrifice as 
well as to fenst. 

Hence we find at the dawn of Chris- 
tianity two great midwinter festivals 
among the two most powerful branches 
of the Aryans o? that period —the 
Saturnalia among/the Romans on the 
south and the Phor feast of the Scandi- 
bavians, It is a jous fact that they 
appear to be ideiical as to time of 
observance, ’ 

In Rome and 
ruled long enough 


ver Rome had 
shave planted her 
eth “7 i siti Basse 
of sacrifice to Saturn of social equality 
and of riotous ligense, The slave in 
many households was permitted to be- 
come master for the week of the feast- 
ing, and his . aster exeeuted the ridic- 
ulous orders wulch he gave. Buffoon- 
ery in street processions and in the 
homes was one of the chief elements 
of the festivity. Orgies indescribable 
formed another, Present giving was 
universal, 

The sea kings called the season Jule 
(whence Yule), and they celebreted it In 
gorging and drinking, besides making 
sacrifice to Thor. Around a great blaz- 
ing log, big enough to burn for the 
whole week of the gluttonous feast- 
ing, they flung the half bare ox bones 
in rude jest and passed the wassail 
bowl. 

The primitive church found these 
pagan festivals fostitutions which it 
could not uproot, so it wisely adopted 
them, turning the sacrificial rites there- 
of into worship for the born Christ, 
stripping the feasts of their grossest 
sensuality, but lettiug much of their 
joyousness remain. 

Besides the two gtvat festivals men- 
tioned, there was another observed at 
the same Lime by n large family of the 
Europeans—the Gauls, Gaels or Celts— 
whieh was similarly adopted by the 
church as she spread her teaching 
among them, but this had a far less 
Influence than the other two upon the 
customs which hg@ve marked the cele- 
bration of Christmas down to the pres- 
ent time. The reason is that there was 
more of sacrificial rite and less of 
feasting in Its celebration. From It, 
however, comes the kissing under the 
mistletoe, which with them was em- 
blematic of the union of man and wo- 
man and of the union of mankind with 
Saal. From it also comes the Cl rist- 
mas tree, dear to the little ones, a sur- 
vival of the banging of votive gifts on 
their sacred pines, 

But out of the other two great pagan 
festivals arose the principal form that 
the feasting took. Eating and drink- 
Ing of the best, giving to the poor by 
right of their equality at that season, 
as well as the old mummery, practical- 
ly abolished since Puritanism tried to 
suppress the festival utterly in 1647, 
fre easily and directly traceable to 
those pagan orgies,

Millions In 
Annually 

The world is full of miJions and mil 
lions of lost sovereigns. A competent ay 
thority has just completed some investi 
gations which, he declares, show that ir 
three years the Bank of Eng!and has los: 
trace of no fewer than 20,000,000 golde: 
coins of the realm. This wholesale disap 
pearance of the elusive ha 
been going on for years. A river of gold 
has flowed unceasingly from Threadner 
dle street to all parts of the world, but i 
has back only as a tiny yellow 
streamlet. What bas become of the sur 
plus in its wanderings? ‘“'Misers” is the 
unpoctical explanacion for a great part 
of this disappearance. There still exist 
in this and other countries people who are 
unbusinesslike enough to hoard up gold 
and keep it lying idte by them for the sole 
pleasure of knowing it is there aud ocea- 
sionally counting it. 

The people of India appear to be partie- 
ularly addicted to a habit that is more 
reminiscent of mediwyval times than of an 
age when money is generally saved so 
that more can be made with it. In the 
regency of Bombay it is estimated that 
12,000,000 golden sovereigns are hoarded, 
If that is the record of Bombay alone, 
what is the full tale for the whole coun- 
try? China, too, absorbs u vast amount 
of gold that never sees the light again. 
As a matter of fact, while the whole 
world is searching for and trying to ac- 
quire gold, a goodly part of it appears to 
be cugaged in the less thrilling pastime of 
hiding it away. 

Great Britain is not guiltless of this 
commercial sin, Dotted all over the 
kingdom are graveyards of gold which if 
discovered and opened might restore to 
circulation a vast amount of wealth at 
present absolutely useless. At a spot 
about two miles from Herefordshire bea 
con a treasure chest is recorged in the lo- 
cal history as having been buried by a 
great family once resident in the district.
